The flattering reception my two former Works of Defigns for Buildings 
lave experienced from a generous Public, calls for my befl thanks, and leads 
ne to hope that the one now offered will not be unwelcome, and that it will add 
i ufeful variety to the limilar works already pubhfhed The efforts of the mind 
ire ever progreffive, and it is only by a fteady perfcvcrance in the purfuit of 
tnowledge, we can hope to attain to any degree of pcrfeftion 

I beg leave toobferve, the following Defigns arcconftrudled on the principles 
sf fymmetry and conefpondcncc of parts, becaufc I am aware feme perfbns 
;hink Dwellings on an humble fcale, and Cottages, ought nther to be irregular in 
their forms, and broken in their parts, taking certain Aruiflures for examples, 
which, m my opinion, fhould rather ferve as beacons of danger, warnings of 
bad tafte. What man of genius would think of building a new Houfe, having 
the patchwork and bungling appearance of an old one? Such, to be confiftent, 
will no doubt add the props and fhores ufually attendant on fuch flruflures 

As I have good reafon to believe the ferv admirers of fuch crude fuggeflions 
for Habitations, are, from experience, aware of the unfitnefs and unprofitable- 
nefs of fuch buildings, I fhall leave them to their own condemnation, obfcniang 
only, that in the habitations of Man Jt is proper and neceffary to combine the 
wti/f With the Juice. 

To me It appears, that the mod Ample forms and fininungs, whether in the 
Greek or Gothic flyle, arc bell, winch have convenience within a fmall cympafs , 
not to exceed the bounds that are fufiicicnt and comfortable, the general ap- 
pearance fnug, low, compaid, and drefled m artlefs and unaffedlcd attire fuch, 
in my idea, approach neareft to the true Cottage or comfortable Retreat, 
whether

** Sixthly, The numerous objeils of comfort fuch as a dry foil, a fupply of 
good water, proper fpace for olRccs, with various other conveniences eflcntial to 
a Houfe in the country , and which in a town may fometimcs be difpcnfcd with, 
or at leaft very difierently difpofed. 

*' It IS hardly poflible to arrange thefe fix confiderations according to their «- 
fpedlive weight or influence, which muft depend on a companfon of one with 
Ae other, under a variety of circumftances , and even on the partiality of indi- 
viduals m affixing diflerent degrees of importance to each confideration Hence 
n IS obvious, that there can be no danger of famenefs m any two defigns con- 
duced on principles thus eflabhfited, fince, in every diflerent fituation, fome one 
or more of thefe confiderations mufi preponderate , and the mofi rational deex- 
fion will refult from a combined view of all the feparate advantages or difadvan- 
tages to be forefeen from each 

Befides the charaCer which the ftyle and fizc of the Houfe will confer on a 
place, there is a natural cbaraBer of country^ which mail influence the fite and 
difpofition of an Houfe, and tlwugh m the country there is not the fame oc- 
cafionas in towns, for placing ofliccs under ground, or for fetting the principal 
apartments on a bafement ftoiy, as it is far more defirable to walk from the 
Houfe on the fame level with the ground , yet there arc filuations w hich require 
lobe raifed above the natural furfacc this is the cafe at Wclbeck, where the 
Park not only abounds with bold and confpicuous inequalities, but m many 
places there are almoft impcrcepublc fwelhngs in the ground, which art would 
in vam attempt to remedy, from their vaft breadth, though they are evident 
dtfefts whenever thc> appear to cut acrofs the ftems of trees and hide only 
half their trunks , for if the whole trunk, were perfectly bid by fuch a fvvell, the 
injury would be lefs, becaufe the imagiaatiou is always ready to fink the valley 
and raife the hiU, if not checked in its efforts by fome adlual fiandard of mca- 
- furemenC. 
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furement In TucK cafes the beft expwlietit is to view the ground from a gentle 
eminence, that the ^e may look over, and of couife lofe, thefc tnflmg m- 
cqtialities 

“ All natural fiupes of ground muft ncceflanly fall under one of thefe defcrip- 
tions, VIZ convex, cofieavt, plants at inclined plane, as reprefented m the an- 
nexed plate I Will fuppofe it granted, that, except m very romantic fitua- 
tions, all the rooms on the principal floor ought to range on the fame level, 
and that there muft be a platform, or certain fpace of ground, with a gentle 
defeent from the Houfe every way. If the ground be naturally convex, or what 
i» generally called a knoU, the fiac of the Houfe muft be adapted to the fizeof 
the knoll this is fhown by the fmall building a, fuppoftd to be only one 
liundred feet m front, tvhich may be placed on Aich an hillock, with a fufficient 
platform round it but if a Building of three hundred feet long, as b s.fliould 
be required, « is evident that the crown of the hiU muft be taken off, and then 
the fliape of the ground becomes veiy different from its ongmal form , for al- 
though the fmall Houfcwouldhavea fufiicieiit platform, the large one will be on 
the bnnk of a very ftcep bank at c , and this difficulty will be jnereafed by railing 
the ground to the dotted line o , to fet the large Houfe on the fame level with the 
fmaller one It therefore follows, that if the Houfe muft ftand on a natural 
hillock, the Building ftiould not be larger than its fltuation will admit , and 
where fuch hillocks do not cxift in places proper for an Houfe in every other 
refpeft. It is fometimes poffible for art to fupply what nature feems to have 
denied but it is not poffible in all cafes , a circumftance which proves the ab- 
furdity of thofe atchite£ts who defign and plan an Houfe, without any previous 
knowledge of the fttuation or Ihape of the ground on which it is to be built 
Such errors I have had loo frequent occaCons to obferve 

'• When theftiapcis naturally either ciwrrfw or perfe^Iy flat, the Houfe would 
not be habitable, uolefs the ground floped fufficiently to throw the water from it} 
this IS often eficited, in a flight degree, merely by the earth that is dug from 
the cellataand foundations but if, infteadoC ftnkwg the celliss, they weic to be 
built upon the level of the ground, they may afterwards be fo covered with earth 
as lo give all the appearance of a natural knoll, the ground falling from the Houfe 
to any diftance where it may beft unite with the natural fhape, as fhown at 
X, r, and C j or, as it frequently happens that there may be fmall hillocks, 
t ti and 
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H and I, rear the Houfc, one of them may be removed to cficil this pur- 
pofe. This expedient can alfo be tifed m an inchnei fhn' falling towards 
the Houfc, w here the inclination is not veiy great, as fijo wn at l , but it may 
be ob(er\ed of the inclined plane, that fizc of the Houfe tnuft be 
\emed in fom- racafure by the fall of the ground , it is evident, that al- 
though an Houfc of an hundred feet deep might Hand at k, yet it would require 
an artificial terrace on that fide, beciufc ccitfaer of the dotted lines fhown there 
w ould conn“£l w ith the natural fhape , and where the ground cannot be made to 
look natural, it is belter at all times to aiow the interference of art, ihan to 
attempt an inefieSual concealment of it. Such fituauons are peculiarly appli. 
cable to the Gothic ftylc, m n hich horizontal lines arc Lanccd&ry. 

*• Thefe felons can onlydefciibe thefhapeof the ground as cut acrofs many 
one dire^ion but another fhape is alfo to be confidered thus it generally 
happens, that a knoll is longer one wa} than the other, or it may even extend to 
anatural ndge, of fufficicnt length fora long and narrow Houfc, but fuch an 
Houfe mull ^ fitted to the grotmd, for ft would be abfurd m the andutcA to 
place It either diagonally or dire^ly acrofs fuch a ndge . the fame holds good of 
the tnehnei f u hich is, in faft, always the fide of a valley, whofe general 
iQcImatioQ mufi be confulted tn the pofition of the Building A fquare Houfc 
would appear awry, unl'fs its fronts were made to conrerpood wub the fhape of 
the adjacent ground. 

<< I foall conclude bj obfening, that on a dead fiat or plane, the pnnapal 
apartments ought to be dcTared, as the only means oflhowing the landfcape to 
advantage ‘Where there is no incquabty, it wiD be \ciy diScult to unite any 
artiEctal ground with the natural fhape it wlli, m this cafe, beadvilablc eitber 
to raifc It only a very few feet, or to fct the Houfe on a bafcment flory But where- 
c\er a ^rk abounds m natural inequalities, even though the ground near theboufc 
Ihould be flat, wenuy boldly >ature to create an artificial knoll, as it has been 
executed at^\cIbecl , a feat of bis Grace the Duke of Portland **

data of expenfc, and on the fcale propofcd la the drawing Materials in fome

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places will coll more, m others lefs. Cottage building will ever be llibjcdl to 
much variation, guided by fancy, contenicney, or economy, as to the extenor 
walls, whether they fliall be of mud, earth or Fife, rough ilone, chalk or 
quartering, lath and pbftered, Bee. &c. I have efttmated tbcTn, fuppoCng them 
all of bneku ork, one hnek thtek^ and the covering 30/. per fquare.

To have been more particular, would have been a nccdlefs wafte of time, « I 
<an fcarcely fuppofe any of tbefe DeCgns will be executed upon tbe fcale, and 
exadly with the iinilbing here propo^ It t$ to be prefomed, much of the 
materials for the fmaller clafs of Buildings may be produced upon tbeelbite, and 
coft little more than theexpenfe of carnage. 

Upon the whole, I have confident hope, this at prefent my Taft Eflay will not 
be leaft in the eftcem of my former friends, whofe generous patronage I (hall

EXPLANATION of the PLATES. 


PLATE L 

Is a Iketcli for a Cottage of fimplc form, the exterior cnclofurc of which may 
beofpife, clay, rubble-ftone, wood quarters, and brick pannelJing ; the latter 
lime whited, and the former rough-caft, or plaftcrcd over, and the face gra- 
velled, called peretto-work, which is very durable, and refills the weather. This 
form of building is well calculated to receive a roof of any fimple materials 
fufficient to fupport thatch. The tnfide partitions may be of quartering, having 
a head and fill, and the quarters four bricks length apart, and may be fo placed 
as to receive the brick-pannellingflat or edgeways, either of which, when neatly 
done, may be lime whited: the floors paved with bricks laid flat, with or 
without mortar : the chimney fhould be of brick or iVone , the outfide doors of 
inch and quarter or inch and half deal ledged, rebated, and beaded ; the doors 
withinfide three quarter deal ledged i the windows of Newcafile glafs in lead, 
with wood or iron cafements ; four or five bed-rooms may be had in the roof, 
the partitions of which may be made of board and brace, that is, half a board 
wide, inch thick, and a board wide, halfan inch thick, ploughed and tongued 
together : the ceilings to be lathed and plaflercd : the chamber floors of 
boards, one inch thick i a ikrning round each room, to defend the plaftenng, 
and the walls plallered. This Cottage, done in the above manner, will amount 
to about 150/. 


PLATE II. 

IS a fkctch for a Cottage : its exterior epclofure may be built fimilar with 
Plate Li It would be a very comfortable dwelling for a Farmer renting a 
moderate-fized farm ; or a perfon retiring with a fmall income. The finiflungs 
are confidered a degree better than the former, and it has an additional ornament 
oftrelhs-work round the enlrance door and parlour window, compofed of a flight 
framing, and common oak or fir laths to tram the vine, lioneyfuckle, or jaf- 
c mine. 
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mme. A cellar may be liad under either of thexoonts, and the ^ay down to it 
under the ftaircafe. This Cottage, fimfhed moderately neat, will amount from 
200/. to 350/ 


PLATE IIL 

IS a Iketch for a Cottage fimilaT to thel^, which, finifhei moderately 
neat, will amount to about 150/ 


PLATE IV. 

IS a Iketch for a circular Cottage, calculated Ibr a Fiflicrman or Herdfraan. 
This Iketch was defigned for an open down country near thefea, the figure and 
form being calculated to give the leaft refilUnce to the \\ vnd , it nuy be 
built of earth, rubble-Ilone, or roots, Ac. would be a pretty objeftfeen from 
the Maofion or Plantations, and n ould coft from 1 50/. to soo 4 

PLATE V. 

IS a defign for a Cottage or fmall Farm boufe, intended for a Gentleman in 
ihcNewFotcft, Hampdute, and as an object to be f«n from his Manfion 
It uas propofed to have been built of pile, and rough-call or ftuccoed, had 
the ornicr lived to have had it executed to have been finilhed in a plain firaple 
Cottage or Farm houfe ftyle, would amount to 200/ or thereabout' 


PLATE VI. 

IS a defign for two Cottages, having the appearance of one building thefe 
may alfo be built with the fimplcll matenals, as before defenbed Tlie front 
and rear have the fame elevation, which is well calculated for neatT'fs uithm the 
pale of a Gentleman’s domain fimibed in a comfortable Cottage llyle, will 
amount to 320/ or thereabouts 

N B This Double Cottage may be conftrufted as one, and would be a 
very comfortable dwcUing

ARE tuo Collages fimilir to the former, wiih a Viranda in the manner of 
an Indian Bungalow: thefe may be built of any of ihe fore-mentioned ma- 
terials, or chalk nith a hc:vn face, being fo well proteilcd from the weather 
by the projcilmg of the thatch : fimihed as the laft, will coll about 300/. 


PLATE VIIL 

THIS Iketclt may be confideredas a Cottage or Rural Dwelling, making 3 
■vey comfortable reCdencc for a family with a fmall indeperdcnt fortune, or a 
retr»at occafionally to relax from the bufllc of buHnefs. 

This building fhould he of brick, or Rone plaAered and Ruccoed, or rough- 
caft s the projeftion of the cantiliver cornice will protedl the front from injury ; 
the covering of Rate j and the finiRwngs within, neat Portland Rone chimney- 
picccs, four-pannel moulded doors, bafe and impoft mouldings, and plafter cor- 
nices to the tw o beR rooms , the svalls papered, and wood- work painted in plain 
colours : will amount to 600/. or thereabouts. 


PLATE IX 

THIS is an improvement upon, and additions to the common conRruiRed 
Cottage, fuch as is ufually found built on waRcs, commons, or forcRs this, 
for nflance, is in the New TorcR, Hants, and was purchafed of the original 
builder or onner, and has lince undergone the addition of oIRces, the entrance 
removed to the fide, which was originally in thecentre, the %val]5, though Right, 
are b?ttened and papered, the Raircafe altered , and is now, altogether, a pretty 
comfortable fummer retreat The trellis wings, which would give it a prettj 
effe£t, and help to conceal the back buildings, are only in contemplation 

N. B. The rooms are not fo lofty in the building fpoken of, as is here re- 
pre/ented 

I may ven’ure to aflerf, that the expenfe attending the repairs, altera- 
tions, and additions to this Houle, are veiy little Riort of a building of the lame 
magnitude railed from the ground, wbich would amount to 500/. or thereabouts.

PLATE XI. 

WAS a Cottage of nearly the fame figurcas the laft originally was, differing 
only in the fituation of the chimneys. To this, I ha\e a made an additional bow 
room and clofcts . this is given to point out another method of iroproiing this 
kmd of buildings, and will gi\ c it a complete new front , the old rooms are to be 
©jmetted into infenor offices, which perhaps their height and ffoiflungs will bed 
agree with, and which the new additional room will not be obliged to conform 
to. I fay nothing of the expenfe, as much depends on the condition of the old 
building. 


PLATE XII. 

IS a arcular Cotuge, built with quartering, or Ihid.werk, lath andplaflcred, or 
rough caft and cowed with thatch The projedlien of the thatch euld prottA 
the plaftering, and the trellis has a pretty effedl , it wjl admit of four bed- 
rooms iQ the roof, and would be a pretty objeA m a Gentleman’s Park, for a 
Gamekeeper or Cottager, or might be made a dairy, by omitting the floor over. 
If made a dwelling of, and floifhed plain and neat, it would amount to 300/. 
or thereabouts. 


PLATE XIII. 

IS another Cottage • the exterior enclofure may be of pile, mud, nibblc-flone, 
or brick, and covered with thatch , the loCde paxtiUons of quartering, and the 
chimneys bnck or ftone, the outflde plaflered, rough-call, or hewn Hone, the 
finiflimgs in a neat llyle, and chimocy-picccs of Portland Hone ; the fide fheds 
may be of any materials, and would do for a hotfe or cow on one fide, and the 
other for fuel. The Gothic bow-wimfow and iheirel/is work would give the 
elevation a pretty cffe&, and the ccnvcnicntss within would render it a com- 
fortable retreat from thebuflle of the town, for the man of bufincls or Icicnce 
and would amount to the Aim of 350^ or thereabouts.

TWO plans to the fame elevation i one fora Double Cottage, the other as a 
Single Cottage. 

The double one is on a fimtlar conftru^lion with thofe Cottages built at 
Throwley near Feverfham, in Kent, by Colonel Montrefor, after the manner 
of American Cottages, of which I have given the plan and elevation in my 
publication, Ferae Or«^e, Plate 17. Suitable to the fame elevation is the plan 
as one entire dwelling. 


PLATE XV 

ELEVATION to the foregoing plans ; is of a grotefquc Gothic charafler, 
with trunks of trees in their rude flatcj and pointed Gothic arches, the roof 
and arches thatched with ftraw or reeds. The Hacks of chimneys in the Tingle 
plan are united together into one fliaft by an arch, which appears through the 
apex of the roof, the rude columns Handing at a diHance from the building form 
a kind of portico round it, cafling a broad Ihadow, and protedlmg the walls from 
bad weather , the wall may, therefore, be built of quartering, called Hud- work, 
plaHercd and rough-caH, or pi fe, mud, or any other materials 

The Double Cottages tobefiniHicd in the moH Ample manner; but the Single 
Cottage would require a better kind of fimfliing. 

The former would amount to about 240/ , tbe latter from 300/ to 380/.

this manner, with feme further additions planted out» 2nd is now the refidence 
of the family.

DESIGN made for an Artift, for a parlicitlar fituation in Hamplhire, 
and is m contemplation to be bailt The art^lar part and the centre of 
the Budding o^er the pediment 1$ to bccosercd wtth pamted oU cloth, or flate , 
the fide roofs with reeds , the walls abrick and half thick, and battened. Ths 
wholetobefimlhed m a neat ftyle. theamouri is computed at 750/.

DESIGN for a fmall Houfs made for a Clergyman m Yorkflure, the walls 
of which arc ptopofed to be of ftone, which may be had near the fpol 1 he 
approach IS toward the north, and th- bcA parlour toward the foJlh, with 
French windows to the floor, fereened from the fun by a fa9ade of trellis work. 
The chara^er gisen to the general appearance, »s compofed to harmonize with 
other buddings on the fame eftate, Confidcring local circumflances, the cftiroatc

of tafleful effeik, and protcflion from tempeftuous sveather. This defign is un- 
common!) fingular, the north-weft elevation being in iheMonaftic ft)lc, and 
the fouth*eaft elevation Grecian.
